Alleviate Traftic Jams

gency measures as the “mid-week | 
plan,” which is now being tried in | 
Europe. 

The “mid-week” plan is expected 
partially to solve the increasingly | 
vexing problem growing out of | 
week-end traffic congestion along | 
the main traveled highways. | 

It simply means that as many} 
people who can will take their | 


the many cities of the world that 
has taken the traffic problem ser- 
iously and has set out to evolve a 
master plan of regional highways 
co-ordinating transportation on 
land, water and through the air. 

One of the most ambitious high- 
way plans of the day is one that 
would see the completition of a 
modern thoroughfare from Cape- 


weekly half-holiday on Wednesday 
or Thursday instead of Saturday, 
thus making it possible for most of 
them who enjoy motoring to really 
enjoy it. In several European cities 
the Saturday half-holiday has been 
discontinued. The “mid-week” plan 
will get its first real test this sum- 
mer. 

“The traffic jam,” according to 
Mr. Mooney, “is nothing more than 
a bad case of ‘highway indigestion’ 
caused by improper assimilation, 
overfeeding and nervousness, the 
latter figure of speech representing 
the impatient driver always in a 
hurry to go no place in particular.” 

The cure prescribed for this high- 
way arterio sclerosis, which seems to 
have developed along with the 
growth of automotive transporta- 
tion, is mainly to be found in the 
super-highway system properly reg- 
ulated. By super-highway, Mr. 
Mooney conceives a system of one- 
way boulevards running to and from 
all important centers, separating 
heavy commercial traffic from light 
car traffic and avoiding all grade 
crossings. 

This 
present highway system, still a 
makeshift, just as the latter super- 
seded our old system of bad dirt 
roads, which would still be bad had 
it not been for the automobile. The 
super-system will be built for fu- 
ture generations. It is already in 
process of planning in cities and 
countries around the world. 

Detrait’s extension of Woodward 
Avenue to Pontiac, Mich., along the 
route of the Dixie Highway, is a 
type of super-highway. 
the full length of the Dixie High- 
way, from Canada to the southern- 
most tip of Florida, will be a two- 
way, 
thoroughfare. 

The rapid growth of commercial 
traffic demands the construction of 
separate highways for that type of 
transportation, according to Mr. 
Mooney. Long Island, for instance, 
despite its many new trunk lines, 
finds its highways inadequate to 
hold the ever increasing commer- 
cial traffic and now is planning a 
commercial traffic highway from 
Manhattan to the island tip at Mon- 
tauk.

MONG the contributions made to the automotive indus- 
try by the late J. W. Packard, pioneer maker of cars, 
were a number of inventions that still enjoy wide use. The 
first Packard car, built in 1899, contained the basis for the 
automatic spark advance now in such general use. Mr. 
Packard was granted a patent on this in 1901. The original 
patent covered a mechanism for producing a spark of con- 
stant duration, regardless of engine speed. The familiar 
“H” slot for gear shifting, universal in the cars of today, 
| was another Packard invention. He was also the grantee 
of a patent to set the steering post throttle control and 
operate the foot accelerator without disturbing the setting. 
The sheet metal water jacket for cylinders, utilized in the 
Liberty engine of the World War, was first used by the 
Packard brothers in cars built in 1902. 
Most of the Packard patents taken out by the pioneer 
|have expired by limitation, but their importance to thé 
development of the industry and to its present status can

Builders’ Association, highway accide nts caused 26,618 
deaths in 1927. In addition 798,000 persons were injured in 
this class of accidents. Every accident entails loss not only 
of property, but of time, of labor, of efficiency. The associa- 
tion estimates the monetary loss involved in highway acci- 
dents as somewhat over $672,000,000 for the year 1927. 
Forgetting for the moment the suffering, mental ana 
physical, caused by accidents, placing our consideration of 
such accidents on the lowest basis, the monetary 
involved, this toll of nearly three-quarters of a billion dol- 
jars a year is enough to arouse the most calloused conscious- 
ness. As a nation that makes efficiency its slogan, we are 
displaying the most childish disregard for actualities when 
We permit such a total of loss to pile up, without the slight- 
est economic gain to offset it. The sum of $672,000.000 
would pay the interest on a bond issue large enough to 
remove most of the dangers of modern traffic. It would pay 
for separation of traffic at almost every point of danger in 
the country.

ELIMINATE LEFT TURNS IN 
CHICAGO LOOP DISTRICT 


Chicago, April 3.—The “no U-turn 
rule,” a new loop traffic regulation, 
goes into effect this week. Motor- 
ists may drive straight through the 
Loop, but to get from one spot of 
the downtown district to another, 
he must loop the loop—turn to the 
right, again te the right, once more 
to the right, around and around 
until he gets there. 

Capt. Matchett, head of the traf- 
fic division, predicts that the new 
rule will mean faster moving down- 
town traffic than can be found in 
any other great city. Mayor Thomp- 
son has not yet signed the new ordi- 
nance, but is expected to do so. 
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
